ANSWER: Everyone who works 
at a job covered by social 
security must pay contribu­ 
tions, More important, how­ 
ever, your wife, as a worker, 
has social security protection 
in her own right. 
If she be­

she might qualify on her own 
earnings record for monthly 
disability c l*cks, 
And, when 
she retires, she can get retire­ 
ment benefits on her own 
earnings record even if you 
decide to keep on working. 
In most cases, lier retirement 
benefit dreck would general­ 
ly be more than the check 
she would receive as a depen­ 
dent wife.
